T H E DIVORCE MIXUP. 


The commissioners of the various states who are about to assemble to 
devise a plan for uniformity of divorce legislation will face a vexing prob­ 
lem. The divorce laws of this country are as complicated as a crazy quilt. 


The decision of the supreme court of Connecticut the other day that * 
marriage is dissoluble, under the laws of that state, when one of the par­ 
ties is an epileptic, who, by falsely representing his physical condition, in ­ 
duces a woman to marry him, shows one phase of the peculiarities that 
exist in nearly all the states. 
For example, Minnesota, besides Connecticut, forbids the marriage of 
epileptics. The marriage of 
lunatics is void only in Kentucky, 
Maine, 
Massachusetts and Nebraska, but is a cause for divorce in all but five. In 
Michigan the marriage of persons having certain constitutional 
diseases 
is void. In all the states except New Jersey. New York, New Mexico and 
South Carolina marriage licenses are required Generally in the Southern 
states and also in California, Colorado, Idaho, Indiana, Nabraska, Oregon 
and Utah marriages between whites and persons of negro descent are pro­ 
hibited; in North Carolina, Oregon and South Carolina, between 
whites 
and Chinese. 
Marriage between first cousins is forbidden in 15 states, 
and marriage with step relatives in all except Florida, Iowa, 
Kentucky, 
Minnesota, New York, Tennessee and Wisconsin. 


In New York none of these prohibitions is made. 
It is the easiest 
state in which to get married, and, with the exception of South Carolina, 
the hardest in which to get out of the contract 
In New York the only 
cause for divorce is adultery; in South Carolina no divorce at all is pro­ 
vided for—the state stands alone in that respect. 


And. yet, the attempt to harmonize the divorce laws is not hopeless. 
There is really less variation in the divorce laws than in the marriage laws. 
It would be impossible, perhaps, to harmonize the marriage laws. But 
this is not necessary. Practical uniformity in divorce may ’ be secured by 
the general adoption of certain fundamental principles 
that 
will 
apply 


alike to all marriage relation, however variant the laws and conditions 
under which the relation was formed may be. 


We have been a long time talking about uniform divorce laws. 
The 
state commissioners who are about to meet will face a difficult problem, 
but not an impossible one.—St. Paul News.
